Manitoba Farmers Unite 


The federation of all Manitoba agrarian edu- 
cational institutions which was effected at Bran- 
don this week is a daring and ambitious project 
which will call for great qualities of leadership 
to make it effective, The broad object is one 
which will be widely approved. Other interests 
in the Canadian economic Structure are organiz- 
ed, They have means of setting forth their aims, 
their objects and policies, of stimulating and in- 
fluencing publie opinion, 

For many years now there has been no such 
body to perform a similar task for agriculture. 
Now Manitoba has led the way. Many organ- 
izations are merging their identity, and in some 
cases their historic past, in the new federation 
It may provide what Mr. Bracken hopes it w 
provide; a strong, united, militant body 

The new Manitoba federation may in time 
bring back into existence, of course in some new 
form, the old Canadian Council of Agriculture 
which, in its hey-day, was an effective and in- 
fluential agrarian body. 

This involves the creation of new organiza- 
tions in other provinces, both east and west, ar 
the formation ultimately of a Canadian agricul- 
tural unity which could meke itself heerd and 
felt in national affairs. It is worth remember 
ing today that the greatest measure of sanity 
our fiscal policy since the war came during the 
years when Canadian agriculture was in a posi- 
tion to expound national policies whi 
largely overcome the sectional barriers 
day create disunion in this country.—Winnipeg 
Free Press.
